REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 
are allowed over the prior art of record. Prior art of record, neither taken alone nor in 
combination, fails to teach a multi-directional grip switch having a rotatable member with 
a large ratchet on one side and a small ratchet on the other side. Metal conductors are in 
contact with the large ratchet and a hooking member hooks the small ratchet to rotate the 
rotating member. The hooking member is moved laterally via a switch grip, wherein the 
movement of the switch grip includes pulling or bending in any direction once to power 
on the switch.
